Tax Bills Mailed or in 

the Mail, Dold says 



Between six and seven thousand tax 
bills for 1930 have been mailed or are 
now in the mail, Borough Tax Collec- 
tor Ewin P. Dold stated this week. 

While there are only 1400 properties 
in the borough, the reason for the large 
number of bills is due to the fact, Mr. 
Dold pointed out, that every adult in 
Narberth is subject to the per capita 
school tax and to the occupational tax. 

The per capita school tax was re- 
duced for this year from $3 to $2, while 
the school millage rate was raised from 
19 to 20 mills. The borough tax rate 
is now 19 mills and the county rate 
4 mills. 

The duplicate of the school tax, in- 
cluding the per capita tax, amounts to 
$91,154.40. The borough tax dupli- 
cate runs to $87,416.86. From these 
two sources all the expenses of oper- 
ating the borough and the school are 
drawn. 

A five per cent, discount will be al- 
lowed on borough taxes, Mr. Dold 
said, until October 1. They will then 
be net until January 1, when a five 
per cent, penalty will go into effect. 
An additional one per cent, penalty 
will be added each month thereafter 
that they remain unpaid. A five per 
cent, penalty will go on county taxes 
after September 1 and a similar pen- 
alty on school taxes unpaid after Oc- 
tober 1;

HAWTHORNE HONORED 



For the sixth time in eight years 
Philadelphia Electric Company an- 
nounces a reduction in rates, the pres- 
ent reduction being effective Septem- 
ber 1. The rate changes mean an an- 
nual savings to the company's custom- 
ers of approximately $1,750,000. The 
areas suburban to Philadelphia, includ- 
ing the Main Line, Schuylkill and 
Eastern divisions, along with the city 
itself, will benefit by the new rates 
which were filed today with the Pub- 
lic Service Commission at Harrisburg. 

The residence service rates in the 
suburban areas are reduced by drop- 
ping the present top price from nine 
cents per kilowatt-hour to eight cents 
per kilowatt-hour. This will effect the 
Main Line, Schuylkill and Eastern div- 
isions, the eight-cent rate being al- 
ready in effect in the Delaware divi- 
sion. The reduced rate accomplishes 
the twofold purpose of making rates 
more nearly uniform and giving a re- 
duction in the portion of the territory 
where the present rates are the high- 
est. The change is a reduction of 10.1 
per cent, in the first block price. 

Previous rate reductions of Philadel- 
phia Electric and the saving to cus- 
tomers annually have been as follows: 
1922, $1,200,000; 1923, $1,080,000; 1924, 
$1,300,000; 1926, $1,500,000; 1928, $900,- 
000. These are annual and not cumu- 
lative savings. Reductions, both for 
gas and electric service, have been 
made in the Suburban area, the most 
recent being in 1929 to the residential, 
commercial and agricultural customers 
of $700,000 annually and a reduced gas 
heating rate in 1929 which is estimated 
to cut the cost of house heating serv- 
ice approximately twenty per cent.

Talk of annexation of the outlying suburban communities ^J^ 
of Philadelphia, recently revived again, makes ,t a matter of concc. n to all 
reside irts of Lower Merion, Narberth and nearby townships.. The pro 
posal !s not a new one, but is being advocated strongly by certain factions, 
notably real estate operators and developers. . 

The proposal has gained strength from the poor census ^urnsm the 

city. It is felt that Philadelphia is in danger of losing its p ace ^ the 

third city of the country unless a greater metropolitan area can be e teb 

ished which will include the suburbs ,n Montg omer> and Delaware 

Counties which have increased heavily in population during the past 

d0 °The township of Lower Merion and the borough of Narberth would 
cain nothing by incorporation within the municipal bo undar les of PhUa 
d clphta Furthermore they would immediately be subject to a 1 .to evils 
which are prevalent in the city-excessive taxation, high assessments, a 
"reat increase in bonded indebtedness— to name only a tew. _ 

* Na urally Philadelphia wishes to annex the wealthy towns hips com- 
nrisine its suburbs. It would mean a great new reservoir for the city to 
aw from Philadelphia's borrowing capacity is nearly used up. while 
Lower Merion's unused borrowing capacity amounts to over one n hhon 
five hundred thousand dollars. Assessments in he city a e 1 ugh ruimng 
to a large percentage of the true value, which of course mean that taxes 
are that much greater. In Lower Merion assessments are fixed at a fair 
lircentage of ?he true value. As Township Treasurer Peter C He s 
Sed, ' ? the fundamental idea of local government is o ^sufficient 
money to run the government and no more." Compare this .dea with that 
prevalent in a nearby municipality where the taxpayers are squeezed for 
all that can be gotten out of them. , , 

Residents of the Main Line take their advantages for granted, but 
it might be well to review briefly the benefits that residents of the section 
receive under its present governmental forms. 

The school system is one of the best in the State; the Lower Merion 
Police Department is as efficient and gives as much protection as that 
provided in the city, and its members are dec.didely more courte ous T lie 
fire companies, while volunteer organizations, are efficient and constantly 
growing more capable with added centralization. , 

The governing bodies of Lower Merion and Narberth are composed 
of business executives and professional men of high standing, who devote 
themselves to the duties of local government from the desire to be ot 
service to the community in which they make their home, the same 
cannot always be said of big city governing bodies. 

An obvious disadvantage which would result from annexation would 
be a loss of prestige to Lower Merion and Narberth. They would become 
nart of a great governmental organization, which because of its very size 
and remoteness, could not react as quickly or as easily to district appeals 
and needs as the present Township Commission or Borough Council. 
Lower Merion's twenty-five square miles and Narberth s one would be 
engulfed in Philadelphia's great maw. . 

The annexationists will have a hard row to hoe. The difficulties in 
their path are enormous and the chief of them being that the suburban 
areas involved would have the right of deciding by a majority vote 
whether or not they wished to be annexed and Lower Merion and Nar- 
berth do not wish to be adopted.

Inning Forfeits Game to Narberth, 9-0

By refusing to play out the sched- 
uled nine innings in their return en- 
gagement at Narberth last Thursday, 
Herb Stein's Coatesville Club were 
declared losers as they led the bor- 
ough clan two runs to one. Umpire 
Hopkins' decision which gave the 
champions victory came at the end of 
the seventh inning when Manager 
Stein stubbornly voiced his refusal to 
continue, on account of the growing 
darkness. Mr. Hopkins was decidedly 
justified in announcing that an extra 
inning be played. 

News of Narberth's great doings in 
the last inning of a ball game, after 
permitting the adversary to lead up 
until the final frame, has undoubtedly 
reached the ears of the Coatesville 
population. That fact was clearly por- 
trayed in this game when the foemen 
cast a mute ear to the repeated chal- 
lenges and accusations from the fans 
of Narberth. Manager Stein was tak- 
ing no chances of an extra inning and 
refused to obey the umpire's orders to 
play an extra session. 

This win gave the boroughites their 
second victory over the Coatesville 
team, having defeated them 13-5 the 
day before on their own diamond at 
Central Park.

With its rocky broken coastline of 
many inlets, wooded capes, frequent 
beaches and quaint old villages, Cape 
Cod presents a picture of charm that 
delights motorists seeking a pleasant 
vacation. 

Through attractive regions along the 
Connecticut shore, the Keystone Auto- 
mobile Club has outlined a motor tour 
that will supply motorists with a de- 
lightful journey to this famous "Down 
East" section. 

"While the New England sea coast 
is always alluring, June and July finds 
the climate and conditions especially 
attractive on Cape Cod," says Joseph 
Murphy, manager of the Ardmore 
branch of the club. "With their wind- 
swept open spaces, pleasant beaches 
and numerous attractive resorts, Cape 
Cod, Marthas Vineyard and Nantucket 
present a picture that will always be 
remembered by travelers." 

From Ardmore the tour leads 
through Norristown where national 
route 122 is met and followed through 
Montgomeryville, Doylestown and 
Buckingham to New Hope. Here 
the Delaware River is crossed to Lam- 
bertville and the journey continues 
through Ringoes and Flemington to a 
point north of White House where a 
right turn leads into national route 22. 
This highway carries the travelers 
through Somerville, Plainfield and 
Westfield into Elizabeth. 

From Elizabeth, Ridge Road is fol- 
lowed through East RutherforxL to 
Hackensack where a right turn leads 
to Englewood Cliffs and the ferry to 
Dyckman Street, New York. Cross- 
ing Manhattan over the Fordham 
Road the travelers connect with the 
famous Boston Post Road, marked as 
national route 1 which is used along 
the Connecticut shore through Port 
Chester to New Haven.

The controversy between certain 
members of the volunteer fire com- 
panies of Lower Merion Township and 
the township's Board of Commission- 
ers leads the average citizen and prop- 
erty owner to ask two questions: 

Is the present volunteer fire-fighting 
system efficient? 

Should it be improved, replaced by 
a paid department, or let alone? 

The controversy — still smouldering 
— concerned the commissioners' deci- 
sion to appoint a paid fire marshal to 
'imite the fire-fighting and fire-preven- 
tion forces of the township under one 
/head. 

The commissioners thought it was 
a step toward efficient management of 
an important part of the township's 
business. But they reckoned without 
the traditional spirit of the volunteer 
fireman, to whom the threat of a paid 
boss is as insulting as a present of 
British salt would be to Ghandi. 

There is something to be said for 
the volunteer's attitude. Anyone who 
has seen him at work knows how 
cheerfully he braves danger, ruins 
clothes, takes time from sleep or work 
to save other people's property, and 
jumps to attention the moment the 
whistle blows. He gets nothing for all 
this but the privilege of using the firc- 
house as a club. To the outsider it 
would seem that the game is not worth 
the candle, but volunteer firemen arc 
probably born, not made. 

It is not surprising then, that he 
should resent the appointment of one 
he can see only as an usurper of the 
rights and privileges of his own local, 
unpaid chief. The prospect of a paid 
boss arouses his animosity, but the 
fact that rather definite rumor has it 
that the boss will come from the Phila- 
delphia Fire Department and not from 
one of his own companies creates in 
him a spirit of virulent anger. 

All this should interest the property 
owner who knows that fire insurance 
rates are based on the efficiency of his 
fire department as well as upon the 
construction of his house or business 
property. But he is not interested in 
the woes of firemen. He asks for effi- 
ciency and is entitled to it. 

In common with city dwellers, who 
take all that a municipality has to offer 
them as their due and make no com- 
ment except to kick, many residents of 
Lower Merion regard the volunteer 
fire system as an archaic survival of 
days when every fire meant a picnic 
and free-for-all fist fight while some- 
body's house blazed merrily. 

It will surprise them to learn that 
the very men on the Board of Com- 
missioners who have the most cause 
to feel anger at the recent attitude of 
the firemen have only praise for their 
opponents' efficiency as fire-fighters. 

Here, then, are a few facts about 
the personnel and equipment of the 
township's fire-fighting system: 

There arc five volunteer fire "com- 
panies," so-called, in the township: 
Merion, of Ardmore; Bryn Mawr; 
Union, of Bala-Cynwyd; West Mana- 
yunk; I'ciin-Wyiine. These make up 
the Fire Department of Lower Merion 
and the Board of Directors of that de- 
partment consists of the five fire chiefs, 
the superintendent of police and the 
chairman of the commissioners' com- 
mittee on police and fire.

West Manayunk Fire Company: 
500-gallon American LaFrancc pump- 
er, American LaFrancc combination 
hose and chemical. 

Penn Wynne: 600-gallon American 
LaFrancc triple combination (booster 
tank, hose and pumper). 

Narberth Fire Company: American 
LaFrancc 750-gallon pumper, Ameri- 
can LaFrancc city service truck with 
heavy duty turret pipe, Autocar com- 
bination, chief's car equipped with two 
portable extinguishers, door opener, 
pinch bar. 

The active personnel of each com- 
pany is between twenty-five and fifty 
men who arc trained to the job by in- 
structors from the Philadelphia Fire 
School.

Four of 
the five fire chiefs arc men of long 
experience, while all have had effi-

Discuss Recreation Matters 

At a meeting of the Narberth Rec- 
reation Board last Thursday night a 
very encouraging report on the work 
of the playgrounds was made by Allan 
B. Wetherall, director of physical edu- 
cation and playground supervisor. It 
was decided by the Board that the 
Narberth Baseball Club should be per- 
mitted to receive contributions at base- 
ball games from grandstand occupants, 
also that children be admitted to the 
grandstand only when accompanied by 
adults.

In the second game of a scheduled 
two-game series with the Philadelphia 
Columbia Turners the Narberth Cham- 
pion Club went down in defeat on the 
enemy's gravel diamond at Twenty- 
sixth and Master Streets in an abbre- 
viated contest of six innings Tuesday. 
The Philadelphians avenged their de- 
feat of the day before by doubling the 
count against the league leaders in 
their 10-to-2 triumph.

As Manager Davis remarked after 
the game, his boys were beaten before 
they took to the field. The arena was 
of a spacious gravel area with all sorts 
of posts and pillars projecting from the 
ground. The idea of sliding into a 
base was unaimously discarded by the 
Narberth boys, for grass stains, they 
said, are much easier on the body than 
the piercing hot gravel of that field. 
The only resemblance this field has 
to the Narberth Ball Park was that it 
too was adorned with beautiful trees, 
but tficirs were all planted in around 
the nifield. To make the matter still 
more detrimental for our hoys, the 
crowd was permitted to form a circle 
around the outfield, a few feet directly 
behind the outfielders. If a hit eluded 
the player there, he had to brush aside 
the crowd, take care of himself in the 
stampede and then take three guesses 
as to where the ball might be. The 
foemen were cunning in their demand 
of a return engagement on that field 
for they were aware that if they lost 
on our grounds the defeat would surely 
be atoned for on that field.

cieut training at the Philadelphia Fire 
School. 

The volunteer system is maintained 
by dues from members, public sub- 
scriptions and an annual appropria- 
tion from the Board of Commission- 
ers. The Board demands that a fire 
company have at least $10,000 worth 
of equipment adequately housed and 
two paid firemen to look after it in 
order to receive an annual allowance 
of $6000. 

This money is used to keep equip- 
ment in repair and to add to the sink- 
ing fund for the purchase of new 



equipment. 

To compare the volunteer firemen of 
today with the rcd-shirtcd battlers of 
fifty years ago is foolish. The volun- 
teers are efficient, take good care of 
their equipment, spend their appropria- 
tion and donations wisely and fight 
fires, not each other. But in spite of 
all this efficiency, all this ardour, this 
pelting down the street pulling on a 
gum coat and sounding a siren furi- 
ously, getting dirty, tearing clothes, 
rescuing babies and overstuffed daven- 
ports; doing, in fact, a hard, dirty, 
dangerous job that the man whose 
house is afire would hesitate to do — 
there is another side to the story.
